Results of Trial Trip 


MACHINERY PERFORMANCE ON 
MAIDEN VOYAGE 


By Our Shipbuilding Correspondent 

The data recorded on the sea trials 
of the motor tanker Auricula last week 
are now available, and enable compari- 
son to be made between the perform- 
ance of her machinery on diesel fuel 
and on the Venezuelan boiler fuel collo- 
quially known as “ Ordoil.”” The 
Auricula left the Tyne late last Satur- 
day on her maiden voyage to Curacao, 
immediately on completion of her 
trials, and reports received daily by 
Mr. John Lamb, marine superinten- 
dent of her owners. the Anglo-Saxon 
Petroleum Company, Ltd.. show that 
the mechanical efficiency of her en- 
gine continues to improve as the result 
of ‘* running-in.”’ 

Encountering fog on her second day 
out, the Auricula was confined to 
reduced speeds, and the engineer’s 
reports for the next 48 hours lead to 
no special conclusions. The report of 
Thursday's run, however, shows that 
although average propeller revolutions 
at. WT. banp:ma ares Onives 0:3 anp. 
fewer than on the previous Sunday. 
the fuel injection pressure at 7600 Ib. 
is 700 lb. less, with the maximum cylin- 
der pressure, at 660 lb., 50 1b. Jess, and 
exhaust temperature, at 304 deg. C., 
6 deg. less. The exhaust continues to 
be clear, and this feature of the 
Auricula’s performance gives great 
satisfaction to Mr. Lamb, whose com- 
ment is that if the engine was going 
to give tronble the exhaust would show 
slight discoloration at once. He told 
me yésterday that when the Auricula 
was running on diesel oi] on trials it 
was possible to trace the course of the 
exhaust fumes for two or three feet, 
above the funnel, and that the gases 
cleared immediately on the change- 
over to the heavy fuel. 

No figures of the Auricula’s fuel con- 
sumption during this first part of her 
voyage are available, Mr, Lamb intend- 
ing to hase his data on a 10-day aver- 
age. i

The reduction in the average maxi- 
mum pressure shown for ‘‘ Ordoil ” 
in the above table is attributed by Mr. 
Lamb to the higher specific gravity of 
the heavier fuel (9.54 compared with 
8.67), and consequent slower combus- 
tion. The jncreased revolution rate 
and the increased exhaust temperature 
are in part the effects of the higher 
thermal content of the heavier oil. 

Showing me the ‘‘ debris” collected 
during the process of purification of 
the ‘‘ Ordoil.” Mr. Lamb mentioned 
that the efficiency of the system. com- 
prising two centrifugal separators of 
the De bava] type, had greatly 
exceeded expectations. The problem 
of adapting the standard diesel engine 
to run on a heavy oil had been 
approached with the intention of press- 
ing the purification process to the 
maximum efficiency before effecting any 
alterations to the engine itself. To 
such an extent had purification proved 
successful that the Auricula was now at 
sea with her main engine more or less 
unaltered. “f never thought a year 
ago.” said Mr. Lamb, “ that I should 
he able to send a ship to sea on heavy 
oil within a year.” 

Speaking of the company’s intention 
to improve crew conditions on their 
tankers, with a view to providing a 
cabin for every man, Mr. Lamb pointed 
out that economy in operating costs 
was an essential condition before such 
a programme could be carried out, and 
thought that their experiments, which 
had economy as their main objective. 
might be considered important for that 
reason, quite apart from the technical 
advances achieved. 


RELAXING TUNG OIL CONTROL 


The Board of Trade announce that as 
a preliminary step to the restoration 
of normal trading in tung oil (China 
wood oil) consumers may, in future, 
nominate their own suppliers of this 
commodity. For the present the Board 
of Trade will continue to be the sole 
buyers in the United Kingdom of this 
oil from whatever source it may be 
imported, but licences to acquire from 
the Board of Trade will be issued by 
the Directorate of Paint Materials as 
before, and must show the name of the 
consumer and his nominated supplier. 
The supplier will then present the 
licence to the Director of Sundry 
Materials who will authorise the 
release of the appropriate quantity of 
oil. The selling price of tung oil to 
the consumer is fixed by the Board of 
Trade at £275 per ton ex-store and 
includes merchants’ commission, 


SHIPPING SUBSIDIES 


U.S. Resumes Payment to 
12 Companies 


The New York ‘“ Journal of Com- 
merce ° reports that the Maritime 
Commission has authorised the resump- 
tion of payments under operating- 
differential subsidy contracts held by 
12 American steamship companies, 
whose last subsidised voyages termi- 
nated in 1941 and 1942. 

These companies, which 
the 30 pre-war essential 
trade routes, include ` American 
Export Lines, American Mail Line, 
American President Lines, Ameri- 
can South African Line, Grace 
Line, Lykes Brothers Steamship Com- 
pany, Mississippi Shipping Company, 
Moore-McCormack Lines, New York & 
Cuba Mail Steamship Company, 
Oceanic Steamship Company, Seas 
Shipping Company and United States 
Limes. 

All except three of the 12 companies 
have applications pending for resump- 
tion of their subsidy contracts, which 
were suspended on Dec. 31, 1941, when 
the Government requisitioned all mer- 
chant ships for war use. These applica- 
tions related to the contemplated 
purchases of war-built ships to replace 
vessels lost during the war or over-age 
ships. 

Those lines which have not applied 
for post-war subsidies to equalise higher 
operating costs of American ships are 
believed to be considering it to their 
advantage to operate outside of subsidy 
contracts for the present. Under sub- 
sidy contracts a line's profits are 
limited to 10 per cent. of its capital. 
In addition to profits in excess of 10 
per cent. being subject in part to recap- 
ture, the excess amount is applied to 
the recapture accrual fund. 

Total subsidy payments from 1938, 
the year in which the contracts were 
made in the transition from the ocean 
mail contracts, to 1941. amonnted to 
$42,730,626, with amount of recapture 
accrued $28,568,244. 


TAX POSITION 

Ten of the 12 pre-war subsidised lines 
are now negotiating with the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue on their tax lia- 
bility for wartime earnings deposited 
in tax-exempt reserve funds. The 
bureau has ruled that profits put in the 
reserve funds during the war or since 
the subsidy contracts hecome inopera- 
tive are not tax-free, 

While final determination of the 
question has not been made, the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue has indicated that 
when subsidy contracts are resumed 
profits deposited in the reserve funds 
will be designated as tax deferments 
instead of tax exemptions, 

Officials of the Maritime Commission 
were reluctant to estimate how long it 
would take to efèct the resumption of 
the subsidy contracts, 
out that the lines would have to submit 
operation schedules and the Commission 
then would calculate the differentials 
between operating costs of American 
and foreign vessels. The lines also will 
he required to establish foreign com- 
petition.

Question of Retention to Come 


Before United Nations 

The Soviet News Agency Tass, 
quoted by Moscow Radio. announced 
on Thursday night (states Reuter) that 
Dr. Stamper, Yugo-Slav vice-chairman 
of the Economic and Social Council of 
the United Nations, has handed a Note 
to the General Secretary of the United 
Nations, asking that the next session’s 
agenda should include the question of 
“the unjustified retention of six pas- 
senger steamers. 16 tugs, 18 tankers 
and 119 harges, as well as seven pon- 
toons, one crane and four other ships 
which are Yugo-Slav property, stolen 
by the Germans and at present on the 
upper reaches of the Danube in the 
American occupation zones of Austria 
and Germany.” 

Dr. Stamper said in his Note that 
despite depeated demands by the Yugo- 
Slay Government and restitutional 
committees for their return, the Ameri- 
can Government and military anthori- 
ties “ are continuing to hold these 
ships without any just reasons, and are 
thus inflicting severe loss on Yugo- 
Slavia and at the same time hindering 
a rapid rehabilitation of the country 
devastated by war, the Soviet Agency 
added.

New Jute Clauses 


By a Correspondent 


The Institute of London Under- 
writers has issued a new set of Jute 
Clauses agreed by the London Jute 
Association and the Institute, which, 
at the request of the members of the 
London Jute Association, will apply to 
all sailings on and after Sept. 15, 1946, 
under which date the new clauses are 
printed. 

The new clauses are very largely 
redrafted, compared with those of 
Sept. 1, 1944, at present current. 
There is no differentiation, as in the 
current clauses, between shipments 
from Calcutta and shipments from 
Chittagong, and the Transit Clause 
(No. 1) in the form prescribed under 
the current clauses for shipments from 
Calcutta is considerably simplified, 
giving cover from the time. the jute 
leaves press house, warehouse or store 
at port of shipment (which expression 
shall, for Caleutta shipments, include 
press houses, warehouses and stores 
situated within the Caleutta area, but 
not more than three miles outside the 
port limits) and during the ordinary 
course of transit, until delivery in the 
customary ‘‘ Warehouse to Ware- 
house ” conditions, with time limits of 
15 days or 30 days according to whether 
the final destination is within or with- 
out the port of discharge. 

There are special provisions for con- 
tinuing the insurance in cases where 
the jute is sold after discharge at the 
final port. There is, of course, no 
clase for shipments from Chittagong 
in the new text. 

This simplified clause has obvious 
advantages over the one it will replace, 
which is a cumbersome text under 
which the risk is made to commence on 
loading at the port of shipment, with 
special inclusion of “ Camperdown, 
Jheel, Lakshmi and Cossipore hydrau- 
lic presses on the left bank of the 
river ’?; and which provides that the 
cover of the policy shall not continue 
during periods in port commissioners’ 
dock or jetty sheds or in other given 
circumstances. Tt should be noted. 
however. that accompanying the new 
clauses is a special ‘‘ Wartime Exten- 
sion,’’ equivalent to the standard 
‘¢ Wartime Extension ` of the ordinary 
“ Institute Cargo Clauses’? now in 
common use as a concomitant of the 
‘“ Combined Marine Surcharges.” The 
effect of this combination of the stan- 
dard clauses with the ‘‘ Wartime Exten- 
sion ” clauses is, therefore, to give vir- 
tual continuous transit cover with the 
normal ‘‘ Warehouse to Warehonse ”’ 
cover in the background, ready to be 
brought into effect again when the 
‘© Wartime Extension *’ clauses are dis- 
carded. 

The redrafting of the Transit Clause 
is the main amendment noticeable i 
the new Jute Clanses, hut there afè 
other variations, such as the adoption 
of a more up-to-date ‘‘ Liberties 
Clause ° and the deletion of the Suez 
Canal Grounding Clause. 

The new clauses also embody a com- 
plete set of clauses to apply where the 
insurance is on ‘“ Inereased Value,” 
whereas the old clauses only contained 
a single clause making the increased 
value of the cargo part of the total 
amount insured. 


BY AIR TO HONGKONG 


Start of “Dragon” Service 

To-day, 16 passengers will take off 
from Poole Harbour in the B.0.A.C. 
flying-boat Hamilton on a journey that 
will take them to Hongkong—a dis- 
tance of 8352 statute miles—in just 


over three days. This flight will 
inangurate the new BOA. 


“ Dragon `” route to the Far East, with 
a weekly service first to Hongkong, 
which is shortly to be increased to 
twice weekly. The route is scheduled 
later to be extended to Shanghai and 
eventually Tokyo. Stops will be made 
at Marseilles, Augusta, Cairo, Basra, 
Bahrein, Karachi, Calentta, Rangoon 
and Bangkok. j 

The most romantie stretch in the 
journey will be between Bangkok and 
Hongkong, a distance of 1077 miles. 
over wild and beautiful territory in 
Siam and French Indo-China. Rangoon 
is the only night-stop. Passengers will 
sleep during the other nights while in 
flight, for the roomy ‘“‘ Hythe ” class 
flying-boats are provided with comfort- 
able sleeping accommodation. The fare 
is £170 single and £306 return. Con- 
siderable quantities of mail will be 
carried through to Hongkong on every 
service, 

Hongkong will thus for the first time 
be linked directly te this country by 
air. Before the war a twice-weekly 
service was operated by Imperial Air- 
ways, one of the predecessors of 
B.O.A.C., between the Colony . and 
Bangkok, where it connected with the 
United Kingdom-Australia Empire 
route. This service was operated by 
D.H. 86's, and ceased in 1940. 

Reuter reports from Hongkong that 
a flying-boat will leave there next 
Wednesday on the Hongkong-England 
run of the ‘‘ Dragon ”’ service. Passen- 
gers will be allowed 66 tb. of free bag- 
bage. and the freight rate will be 17s. 
per kilo. On Thursday B.O.A.C. will 
open a weekly service hetween Hong- 
kong and Singapore.

square sails fitted. The term “ ship ” 
is wrongly applied to any other vessel. 
The letters s.s. were used originally to 
distinguish a steamer from s.v. or

18th century were in closer touch with 


seafaring men than they are to-day: 
and their correct use of the term “ js” 


the good ship or vessel, not ** on,” is 
prima facie evidence that their sea- 
faring parlance followed contemporary 
usage. 

The use of the letters “ m.v.” to 
designate a motorship follows that of 
the use of the letters “s.v.” to desig- 
nate a sailing vessel, which was adopted 
at Lloyd’s in the early days of this 
century to replace the use of the letter 
“Į” after a ship’s name to designate 
a steamer, 

I have always thought it probable 
that the words ‘ship or vessel” in 
Lloyd's policy were intended to make it 
clear that the word ‘ ship ” was used 
in its broad sense of a sea-going vessel 
of some size, as distinct from the 
narrower sense of a three-masted vessel 
square rigged on all masts. This would 
prevent misunderstandings as to the 
type of vessel to be insured, which 
might be a schooner, barquentine of 
any other type customarily employed 
in oversea trade, but it is only my 
theory and J cannot document it.—

Promise of Early Shipment 


Tigures released hy Canadian 
Pacific Railway disclose that since 
Aug. 1 more than 5000 carloads of 
grain, mostly for United Kingdom and 
Europe, have moved over the com- 
pany’s lines en route to both Atlantic 
and Pacific seaboards, Of this amount 
1000 cars contained new crop compared 
to two car loads of new grain moved at 
the same time last year. 

The Canadian Pacific estimated that 
100,000,000 bushels of wheat. mostly 
for oversea consumption, will he 
moved through Vancouver this season. 
The flow of grain will increase during 
September, For the first 20 days in 
Angust 830 cars containing wheat 
moved from Prairie Provinces to Van- 
couver, and an average of 100 cars per 
day are expected from the beginning 
of September throughout the winter.
